LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 



The state library has four regular sources of increase: by dona- 
tions from individuals and societies, by exchange with other libraries, 
by deposits of public documents (federal), and by direct purchase. 
The annual donations are few in number, consisting chiefly of 
genealogical works, authors' copies, and transactions of local or 
non-official bodies. The exchange system provides all of the re- 
ports of the several states and territories, including statutes, court 
reports and the various publications of state officials and boards. 
The receipt of bound volumes and pamphlets from the federal docu- 
ment department constitutes a large and valuable addition to the 
library each year. The direct purchases cover the legal text^books, 
collected cases, digests, foreign reports, odd volumes of statutes, 
miscellaneous reference books and periodicals. The total accessions 
from all sources during the two years embraced in this report were 
5091, as shown in the following summary:

Within the past ten years 24,000 volumes have been added to 
the library, an average of 2400 a year. These figures represent the 
natural increase of the library — that ie, the exchanges and pur- 
chases necessary to provide a good working collection of books — 
and do not include works of fiction or other publications of tem- 
porary value purchased for use in the traveling library department. 
The present resources of the library do not admit of a greater num- 
ber of accessions than 2600 or 3000 volumes a year, hence the li- 
brary may be said to be in a normal condition. Compared to other 
state and territorial libraries its rank is fifteenth, which may be re- 
garded as a creditable record when the difference in years of exist- 
ence is considered. 

(5) 
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The Kansas state library was not established an til 1867, so that 
the 63,000 books it now contains have been aooumulated within 
fifty years. The whole number of volumes published in the United 
States in the year 1855 was 1092, inclusive of new editions and re- 
prints of English works and translations. From January 1, 1866, 
to March, 1868, the book publications amounted to 6362 volumes, 
which number also included reprints, monographs, translations, 
and school books, the entire issue being less than the average bi- 
ennial additions to a representative library of the present day. In 
one of the early "Guides to American Literature" a table appears, 
in which it is shown that the number of books of all kinds pub- 
lished in this country for the twelve years preceding 1842 was 1206, 
of which 592 were reprints. According to this estimate the aver- 
age yearly issue for the whole United States during that period 
was barely 100 books. To librarians and others who are now ac- 
customed to reading the announcements of 100 new books each 
day, the above figures become impressive. 



TRAVELING LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 

In addition to the 63,106 books in the Kansas state library proper, 
as shown in the foregoing table, the traveling library department 
now contains 22,240 volumes,* making the whole number of books in 
the library 85,346. The accessions to the traveling library depart- 
ment in 1904-'06 were 7160 volumes. The traveling library depart- 
ment now has an equipment of 350 cases holding fifty books each . 
The number of libraries sent out from July 1, 1904, to June 30, 
,1906, was 665, an increase of 264 over the preceding two years. 
A fuller statement of the transactions of the traveling library de- 
partment will be found in the report of the secretary elsewhere 
printed. 

The traveling libraries have been very successful in Kansas, and 
in all of the stieites where the experiment has been tried. In read- 
ing the reports of other state librarians it is found that the travel- 
ing library department is the most active one connected with the 
several state libraries, and this is due to the fact that it is in close 
touch with the people and that its benefits, educational and recrea- 
tive, are extended to localities that have no other library facilities. 
The rules governing the use of the traveling libraries in Kansas 
are liberal, the design being to make it easy for patrons to obtain 
the books, and not to discourage their use by imposing too many 
restrictions. Under the Kansas plan any town, school district. 
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stady olub, debating sooiety, or other responsible organization, 
may at any time obtain a library of fifty volumes', either in a mis- 
cellaneous assortment, or especially selected to cover a particu^r 
subject, and use the same for a period of six months, at no other 
cost than the charge for transportation to and from the applying 
point. 

A factor in the success of the traveling libraries in this state has 
been the help given by the Federation of Women's Clubs. The 
•chairman of the library committee of the Federation, Mrs. W. A. 
Johnston, made the following comments upon the work in Kansas 
at the last annual meeting of the organization: 

" It will interest you, no doubt, to learn that in the growth of 
traveling libraries, and their use by the public, Kansas has a record 
that is hardly surpassed by any other state in the IJnion. Only 
three states have more books in circulation through this medium 
than Kansas, and those are among the older and wealthier states. 
In less than ten years' time Kansas has accomplished a great and 
creditable work along this line, and the plans for the future insure 
a still greater growth and extension. From the day the system was 
first established here, through the infiuence of the women's clubs, 
* there never has been a time when the little libraries were not in 
demand in all parts of the state. One of the libraries (a donation) 
has found a permanent home in Manila, as a part of the library 
maintained there for the benefit of the United States army. Sample 
cases of the traveling library books were exhibited at the Portland 
and St. Louis expositions, and attracted no little attention. A silver 
medal was awarded to the Kansas traveling library exhibited at St. 
Louis, the award being made for excellence of selection — although 
the books shown were sent as an average collection of the books 
furnished in this state, and without any thought of entering into 
competition. with other states." 



STORMONT MEDICAL LIBRARY. 

More than 3000 books have been accumulated in the Stormont 
medical section of the state library through the generosity of Mrs. 
Jane Stormont, who made the original purchase, and whose endow- 
ment fund of $5000 has provided for the additions. It is a splendid 
collection of scientific works, and is of daily service to physicians 
and students. The purchases for this department during the past 
two years, as shown below, were made upon the recommendation 
of a committee of the State Medical Society, of which Dr. Chas. A. 
McGuire is chairman.

KANSAS LIBRARY ASSOCIATION. 

As a part of the library record of Kansas it is proper to include 
in this report an abstract of the proceedings of the sixth annual 
meeting of the Kansas Library Association, held at Lawrence, 
Kan., October 26 and 26, 1906. 

The exercises included addresses by Mr. J. B. Griggs, president 
of the board of directors of the Lawrence public library; Mr. W, H. 
Carruth, vice-chancellor of the University of Kansas, and Mr. J. N. 
Wilkinson, president of the Kansas Library Association; papers by 
Miss Faith E. Smith, of Sedalia, Mo., upon the subject of "Library 
Work for Children," and by Mrs. Kosa M. Hibbard, of Topeka, 
upon "The Problems of Cataloguing." 

Three recommendations were made by the advisory committee, 
and adopted, as follows: 

1. The committee recommends that the constitution of the Kansas Li- 
brary Association be so amended as to provide for a permanent advisory 
board, said board to be constituted as per constitutional amendment here- 
with submitted; members to be elected at this meeting, for terms of one, 
two and three years, respectively. 

2. Realizing the great need in Kansas of a state library organizer, the 
committee recommends that such an organizer be provided, and that the 
executive committee of the Kansas Library Association be ex officio a com- 
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mittee of this association to work with the Kansas Traveling Libraries Com- 
mission to secure such legislation at the coming session of the legislature as 
will make possible the appointment of a library organizer. 

3. That our advisory board be instructed to investigate the matter of a 
magazine clearing-house for the state and advise establishing one at once 
under the direction of the Kansas Traveling Libraries Commission. 

An amendment to the constitution was adopted, providing that 
there shall be a permanent advisory board, one to be elected each 
year, for a term of three years, the member serving the last year of 
the term to be chairman of the board for that year. 

Thereupon an advisory board was chosen, consisting of Mr. 
James L. King, of Topeka, one year; Mrs. Sara Judd Qreenman, 
of Kansas City, two years ; Miss Carrie M. Watson, of Lawrence, 
three years. The advisory board was authorized to act for the 
state association in establishing a magazine clearing- house. 

The following resolutions, reported by the committee, were 
adopted : 

1. Resolved, That the Kansas Library Association regards the method 
formerly in use by the superintendent of documents as more satisfactory 
than the present method, and therefore respectfully recommends that he 
issue duplicate cards for public documents in sufficient numbers to cover all 
added entries. 

2. Resolved, That in the death of Mr. Edward Wilder, of Topeka, the 
Kansas Library Association has lost a friend whose place will never be filled; 
that we wish to bear testimony to the help Mr. Wilder has given to this as- 
sociation and to the library interests of the state by his ever-ready encourage- 
ment, his genial personality, and his practical knowledge of library needs. 

Reports of the meeting of the American Library Association 
were made by Miss Clara Francis, of Topeka, and Miss Elva E. 
Clarke, of Emporia. Informal reports from the Kansas field were 
made by the librarians present, showing a uniform increase of li- 
brary interest and library facilities. The most unusual feature re- 
ported was the inauguration of reference work with country schools 
by means of the telephone.

Beatty, 
public library, Lawrence ; treasurer, Miss Lulu M. Knight, public 
library, Newton; vice-presidents, Mr. J. N. Wilkinson, Emporia, 
Mrs. Rose M. Hibbard and Miss Clara Francis, Topeka ; additional 
member of executive board, Miss Dora Renn, Lawrence.

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FOURTH BIENNIAL REPORT OF THE KANSAS TRAVEL- 
ING LIBRARIES COMMISSION, 1905 -'06. 



ToPEKA, Kan., June 30, 1906. 

Interest in the traveling libraries of Kansas grows with every 
year, and as the interest increases, so the circulation and use of the 
books is increased. Traveling-library work in this state is but 
seven years old. In that time the system has grown from a collec- 
tion of 3000 donated volumes, with thirty-four of the shipping 
oases provided by the Social Science Federation, to a progressing 
institution of the state, with more than 22,000 books and 350 of the 
little trunks for transporting the books from place to place as they 
are needed. 

The libraries are more largely in use in the eastern half of the 
state, for the reason that there are more people in that part of the 
state, and they are nearest the capital, the home of the traveling 
libraries. Their circulation has been very general, however. They 
have gone to all but two counties, Stanton and Morton, the extreme 
southwestern counties of the state and far removed from railroad 
•facilities. This unvisited comer of Kansas will undoubtedly be 
reached soon, as there will be increased efiPort made to reach the 
outlying districts. It is natural that books are more needed in the 
remote counties than in localities where a public library is accessi- 
ble to students and book-lovers. 

It is impossible to give an adequate estimate of the value of 
these little traveling libraries to the rural reader. Only correspond- 
ence and contact with the users of these books can convince one of 
their necessity and value to the men, women and children of the 
state. The day's mail will bring inquiry for these books from the 
ranchman of Comanche county, a woman's club of Edwards county, 
a school-teacher from Grant county, a progressive housewife of 
Cheyenne county, and from the wide-awake farmer of Brown 
county. The libraries sent out in this state are made up to suit 
the individual, club, school or society ordering, in groups of fifty 
books each. 

The only fixed libraries sent out by the Commission are those 
planned and prepared on certain subjects for club and class work. 
This, while calling for vastly more labor in preparing the libraries 
for use, is looked upon as having great advantage over the custom 
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of most states in using the fixed libraries entirely, the needs and 
tastes of the people being more efiPeotively reached. It is the de- 
sire of the Commission that only books of the highest grade, both 
for recreative reading and study, shall circulate through the travel- 
ing libraries. It is requested that all patrons of the libraries finding 
books that are undesirable and worthy of censure shall immediately 
draw the attention of the Commission to the same, that it may 
carefully examine them and decide upon their further use in the 
libraries. Commendatory remarks on the books read are also de- 
aired. 

A little more than two years ago this department was moved 
into rooms on the basement floor of the capitol, wh^re it still has 
its home. It occupied until then a small room on the second floor, 
a part of the state library. At the time of removal into the newly 
equipped quarters it was thought that the department could not 
sufiPer greatly, for a long time, for room and facilities for carrying 
on its work. The department is now so crowded that it is seriously 
hampered in the execution of its work. It will be necessary in the 
near future to have more room and better facilities for carrying on 
the work. The duties of the department are many and varied, tak- 
ing in the selection and preparation of the books for these libraries, 
packing them and looking to their proper shipment, the instruction 
of the librarians when necessary, the examination of the libraries 
after their trips, the replacing of books on the shelves, looking 
after the loss and injury of books and collecting fees for same, the 
keeping of the records, and all the correspondence of the depart- 
ment. An assistant was given the department on January 1, 1905, 
to help in a general way with its duties.

As in most states, the traveling-library movement in Kansas was 
begun by club women. The first to observe its need and take active 
steps in advancing the plan was Mrs. Lucy B. Johnston, of Topeka, 
who still remains an effective and inspiring worker in its cause and 
progress. The matter was first taken up by the State Federation 
in May, 1897, while Mrs. Willis Lord Moore was president, con- 
tinued under her successor, Mrs. J. 0. McGlintock, and completed 
under the administrations of Mrs. S. B. Peters and Mrs. Mary Vance 
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Humphrey. Two others to do diligent and effective service in plan- 
ning and distributing the first books were Mrs. D. W. Nellis, ohair- 
man of the legislative oorrespondenoe committee, and Miss Mabel 
Glare Hillis, assistant librarian. Others lending a loyal support to 
the work were the club women and wives and daughters of the 
members of the legislature in. various parts of the state. 

In May, 1898, active business was begun under the supervision 
of the Kansas Social Science Federation. A pledge of 500 books 
and twenty dollars in money was made by the Topeka branch of 
the Federation. This encouraged those in charge, and it was de- 
termined to raise 3000 books by donation, as the nucleus of a per- 
manent traveling-library system. This was accomplished, and it 
was then decided to ask the legislature to assume further care of 
the books and the future development of the work, thus making it 
a state institution and placing it on a more substantial basis. 

At the legislative session of 1899 a law was passed establishing 
the Kansas Traveling Libraries Commission, and making an ap- 
propriation of $1000 a year for its support, and providing that cer- 
tain books of the state library be made available for the use of the 
traveling-library department, and also providing that the Commis- 
sion should be entitled to the services of the assistant librarian of 
the state library. 

In compliance with this law, the trustees of the state library ap- 
pointed the following persons to be members of the Commission : 
Mrs. Annie L. Diggs, chairman ; Mrs. Mary V. Humphrey, Mrs. 
Lucy B. Johnston, Mr. Edward Wilder, and Mr. H. Q. Larimer. 
The Commission organized July 1, 1899, and elected Mr. James L. 
King as secretary. 

The 3000 books and thirty-four oases accumulated by the Social 
Science Federation were transferred to the Commission, and are 
now a part of the traveling-library branch of the state library. All 
of these books were acquired by donations from clubs and individ- 
uals, either in single volumes, fractional libraries, or in sets of fifty 
books each. Complete libraries of fifty books-were received from 
the following sources: Friends in Council, Lawrence; Ralston 
Club, Topeka; Ladies' Literary Club, Concordia; Friends in Coun- 
cil, Topeka; Saturday Club, Hiawatha; Sigournean Club, Ottawa; 
Ottawa Club, Ottawa; Twentieth Century Club, Lawrence; Con- 
cordia Club, Concordia; the Noble L. Prentis library, the Haider- 
man library, the John H. Vincent library, the Ross Burns library, 
the Charles Robinson library, the Lillie H. Kellam library, and the 
Mary E. Rossington library. 

Contributions were sent from clubs in the following places: Ar- 
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kansas Oity, Beloit, Burlington, Concordia, Council Grove, Emporia, 
Englewood, Fort Scott, Girard, Hiawatha, Hutchinson, Junction 
City, Kansas City, Kingman, Lyndon, Lawrence, Leavenworth, 
McPherson, Newton, Ottawa, Paola, Perry, Sterling, Stockton, To- 
peka, Waverly, and Winfield. 

Probably 200 persons have contributed one or more books to the 
traveling-library collection. Mrs. Sara T. D. Robinson, of Lawrence, 
gave 250 books, and is the largest individual donor. Other gener- 
ous contributors were: William Stryker, D. W. Wilder, Daniel 
Crosby, W. H. Rossington, Eugene F. Ware, Rev. Charles M. Shel- 
don, Mrs. W. W. Curdy. Mrs. Geo. M. Noble, Mrs. H, H. Hull, Mrs. 
P. B. Plumb, Mrs. E. P. Kellam, the Kellam Book and Stationery 
Company, and the Moore Book and Stationery Company. 

The Kansas Traveling Libraries Commission is composed of 
James L. King, chairman; May Belleville Brown, Lucy B. John- 
ston, Julia E. Brown, and H. G. Larimer. The members of the 
Commission serve without compensation. The secretary of the 
Commission receives,a salary of $1200 per year, and the one assist- 
ant in the department receives a salary pf $600 per year. 

The Kansas traveling-library law, which is chapter 163 of the 

Session Laws of 1899, is reprinted here: 

An Act to render a part of the books of the state library, in connection 
with other books to be donated and purchased, available for use through- 
out the state, creating the Kansas Traveling Libraries Commission, de- 
fining the duties thereof, providing for the management and maintenance 
of traveling libraries under the control of said Commission, making an 
appropriation for such purposes, amending section '5 of chapter 136 of the 
Session Laws of 1873, being section 6014 of the General Statutes of 1899,. 
and repealing said original section. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the directors of the state library be and they are hereby 
authorized and empowered to appoint three persons, who, together with the 
state librarian and the president of the Kansas State Social Science Federa- 
tion of Clubs, shall constitute a board to be known as the "Kansas Travel- 
ing Libraries Commission," of which the state librarian shall be ex officia 
chairman. The length of the term of office of the appointive members of 
such commission shall be for three years and until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualified, the first term beginning on the 1st day of July, 1899; 
but of the three appointed in the first instance one shall be appointed for 
one year, one for two years, and the third for three years, and thereafter 
one member shall be appointed each year. 

Sec. 2. That the Kansas Traveling Libraries Commission shall have the 
manafirement of the traveling-library department of the state library, shall 
make such rules for the government of such department and the use of the 
books and other property thereof as they may deem necessary, and, under 
such regulations as they may prescribe, they may send out temporarily from 
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the miscellaneous department of the state library such books (not including 
reference books or other books inappropriate for such purposes) as may be 
designated for that purpose by the directors of the state library and any 
books specially given to or bought for such traveling libraries to any library 
in the state, or to any community or organization not yet having an estab- 
lished library but which has conformed to the conditions of said regulations 
of said commission; and such books, when sent out to such library, commu- 
nity, or organization, shall be there kept for the use of the public, subject 
to such reasonable regulations with reference thereto as may be adopted by 
43aid commission. And said commission shall from time to time so send out 
and distribute such books throughout the state, and at suitable intervals 
•change such distribution, in such manner as to secure to the greatest prac- 
ticable degree the use and enjoyment of such bopks to the people of the 
entire state. Said commission shall be entitled to receive the assistance of 
the assistant librarian of the state library who is in charge of the miscel- 
f laneous department of the state library. 

Chapter 488 (section 28) of the Session Laws of 1905 authorized 
the Kansas Traveling Libraries Oommission to appoint a secretary, 
who shall receive an annual salary of $1200; and an assistant secre- 
tary, who shall receive an annual salary of $600. 

The annual appropriation for the maintenance of the traveling, 
library department now amounts to $6000, divided as follows : 

For salary of secretary $1,200 00 

For salary of one assistant 600 00 

For purchase of books 3,000 00 

Shelving and equipment 1,000 00 

Per diem and expenses of members of commission 200 00 

. Provided, that each non-resident member of the Kansas Traveling Libra- 
ries Commission shall receive three dollars per day for each day actually 
consumed in attendance upon the meetings of the commission, which said 
meetings shall not exceed four in any one year, and traveling and actual ex- 
penses while attending meetings.
